Thanks for your letter of the 2lst June 1934. I grate- 
fully note the interest evinced by you in my article on the 
Coins of Gaikwars. The rubbings sent by you contain some nice 
specimens of Baroda Coinage and do fill up a few dates. I have 
carefully observed ‘the inscriptions on them and should an oppor- 
tunity arise, I shall include my observations on these coins 
as well, in a supplimentary note on Baroda Coins. 

The last three are certainly Baroda Coins. The first 
(from the left) being that of Sayajirao II (though the date does 

yr not agree with his period of rule, thasjwrong attempt at date 
which may be read as 1277) The second one is a coin of Sayaji- 
rao II restruck by Khanderao as could be seen by the marks and 
letters on bothg sides of the coin. The third one evidently 
is a coin of Sayajirao III but is probably resturck on some 
other obliterated coin. In this case the letters "Dalal" in 
Gujarati script await explanation. 

I am returning the rubbings as I thought you may not 
have kept a copy of the same and the aforesaid identification of 
the coins could not be easily verified by you. 

I should, however, like to have good rubbings of vari- 
-ous varities and dates of your coins, at hand, so that a refe- 
rence may be made if and when necessary. Some of your coins 
are really very interesting and your liberal offer of utilising 
them for studies has encouraged me a good deal. 

I am for the present studying the Coinage of Janjira 
(an island near Bombay). Have you any coins of that state ? 

If you have any unidentified Indian coins, you may send 
me their rubbings without hesitation and I shall try to identify 
them and intimate the result to you.
